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Cash  receipts  so  far  this  year  total  slightly  below  receipts  in  corresponding 
months  of  1948.  For  the  first  quarter  of  1949,  the  estimates  shown  in  the  chart  are  a 
little  lower  than  the  preliminary  forecast  given  in  last  month's  issue  of  the  Farm 
Income  Situation. 
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OUTLOOK  POR  I9I19 

Panners'  net  income  in  19^9  is  likely  to  "be  considerably  less  than 
the  17.4  "billion  dollars  they  realized  last  year.    The  prices  farmers  receive 
for  their  products  have  "been  declining  for  some  time,  while  their  ootbS  have 
declined  only  slightly.    These  trends  are  expected  to  continue  unfavorable  to 
farmers  throughout  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Farmers*  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  19^9        ^®  about  10  per- 
cent less  than  their  receipts  last  year.    Little  change  in  the  total  volume  of 
farm  marketings  is  to  "be  expected  on  the  "basis  of  present  information.  Any 
decline  in  total  cash  receipts  will  "be  primarily  the  result  of  lower  average 
prices.    Crop  prices  on  the  whole  are  likely  to  "be  down  somev^at  more  than 
prices  of  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

In  addition  to  cash  receipts  from  marketings,  farmers'  gross  income 
includes  the  value  of  farm-home  consumption  of  farm  products,  the  rental  value 
of  farm  dwellings,  and  Government  payments.    But  cash  receipts  are  the  dominant 
element  in  gross  income;  and  any  decline  in  the  former  will  "be  reflected  in 
the  latter. 

The  total  cost  of  farm  production  may  "be  less  in  ISkS  than  in  19^8 — 
"but  proha'bly  not  very  much  less.    The  cost  of  purchased  feed  will  "be  down 
substantially  from  last  year;  and  the  cost  of  such  items  as  livestock  purchases 
and  rents  also  may  decline.    But  other  charges  are  relatively  fixed,  and  a  few 
may  actually  increase  further.    On  the  v^ole,  farmers'  total  production  costs 
are  not  likely  to  he  down  more  than  5  percent.    Under  these  circumstances,  a 
reduction  of  about  10  percent  in  farmers'  gross  income  would  result  in  a 
larger  drop  in  their  net  income.

CaFh  receipts  in  Apr i 1 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  maTketi-n£:s  in  April  are  expected  to  total 
a"bout  1.9  'billion  dollars,  practically  the  same  as  in  harch  "out  ahout  k  percent 
"belov^  a  year  ago. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will  prohahly  he  ahout 
1.3  hillion  dollars — up  5  percent  from  the  previous  T.onth  hut  5  percent  less 
than  in  April  of  last  year.    Because  of  seasonal  increases  in  marketings,  re- 
ceipts from  all  the  major  li^restock  groups  are  expected  to  he  higher  than  in 
i^iarch.    As  compared  with  this  time  last  year,  poultry  and"  eggs  vill  he  up  a 
little,  mainly  oecause  of  increased  marketings  of  hroilers;  hut  lover  prices 
will  mean  smaller  cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  arid  dairy  products. 

Crop  receipts  in  April  may  he  around  0»6  hillion  dollars,   somcvrhat  less 
than  i:^.  March  hut  ahout  the  same  as  in  April  a  year'  ago.     The  decline  from 
March  is  due  to  a  seasonal  decline  in  cotton  marketings.    As  compared  with  last 
year,  receipts  from  corn  '.-rill  he  much  higher,  hiit  those  from,  wheat  will  he  down 
sharply. 

Cash  receipts ,  January-April 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  during  the  fi-^t  3  months  of  19*^9  a-re 
now  estimated  at  6.1  hillion  dollars  compared  with  the  preliminary  forecast 
of  6,6  hillion  dollars  puhlished  in  tlie  Fehruary  issue  of  The  Farm  Income 
oituat ion .     The  revision  resulted  partly  from  smaller  marketings  of  meat  animals 
than  had  heen  anticipated;  hut  primarily  it  resulted  from  a  reapioraisal  of  the 
seasonal  impact  of  the  loan  programs  on  crop  receipts. 

Adding  the  expected  cash  receipts  of  1. 9  hillion  dollars  in  April  to 
the  revised  estimates  for  the  first  quarter  gives  a  total  of  ahout  S  hillion 
dollars  fcr  the  first  k  months  of  19^9-     This  is  k  percent  less  than  farmers' 
cash  receipts  in  the  same  period  last  year,, 

T?-e  4-nonth  total  of  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  is 
estimated  at  U»9  hillion  dollars,  or  7  percent  helow  last  year.     The  decline 
is  due  primarily  to  lower  average  prices.-    Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  and 
from  dairy  products  will  hoth  he  lov;er  than- in  the  same  period  last  year. 
i'arketineS  of  .neat  animals  a,s  a  whole  have  heen  running  about  tha  same,  with 
cattle  a  little  lov:er  and  hogs  a  little  higher.    But  prices  of  meat  animals  are 
averaging  ahout  6  percent  lower.    Although  milk  production  has  heen  slightly 
jabove  last  year,  dairy-product  prices  are  averaging  nearly  I5  percent  lower, 
[[reflecting  a  slight  decline  in  fluid  milk  jrices  and  a  suh^tantial  drop  in  the 
■prices  of  milk  for  manufacturing  and  hutterfat.     Heceipts  from  poultry  and  eggs 
maj  he  a  little  ahove  those  of  the  first  k  months  in  I9US  hecause  of  suhstantial 
increases  in  hoth  quantity  and  price  of  hroilers. 

Farmers  will  have  received  ahout  3*1  hillion  dollars  from  crop  sales 
hy  the  end  of  April — slightly  more  than  they  received  last  year.    Heceipts  from 
corn  and  cotton  will  he  suhstantially  hjgher  hecause  larger  marketings,  in- 
cluding quantities  placed  under  loan,  are  more  than  offsetting  lower  prices. 
Cash  receipts  from  wheat,  hov;ever,  will  he  materially  smaller  than  a  year  ago 
hecause  of  reduced  .narketings  and  lower  prices. 
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IIIirACT  Of  CCC  LOA^S  OIT  SSTIIIATES.  01  CASK  RECEIPTS 
FOR  THE  FIRST  qUARTER  OF  19^+9 

Since  the  preliminary  forecast  of  cash  receipts' from  farm  narketings 
for  the  first  quarter  of  IS^S  was  pulslished  in  the  Felsruary  issue  of  The  Farm 
Income  Situation,  more  and  "better  data  have  Tsecome  availahle  and  the  estimates 
for  the  first  3  months  have  been  revised.     The  information  now  "being  used 
includes  more  reliahle  data  on  loans,  prices,  and  marketings;  "but  a  reapi^raisal 
of  the  effect  of  the  loan  programs  on  farmers'  cash  receipts  has  "been  the  most 
influential  factor  in  the  revisions. 

The  loan  programs  on  the  large  ISkS  crops  have  heen  particularly  advan- 
tageous to  farmers.     The  quantity  of  wheat  placed  under  loan  is  the  largest 
since  19'42.     It  is  expected  that  loans  on  cotton  will  he  close  to  the  record  • 
amount  in  1937*  and.  that  more  corn  vdll  go  under  loan  than  in  any  previous  year. 
A.S  commodities  placed  under  Government  loan-  are  considered  as  sold  at  the  time 
the  loans  are  made,  the  ragular  monthly  pattern  of  receipts  from  crops  has  Taeen 
changed  "by  the  timing  of  the  loans  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the'  ■ 
different  loan  programs.    Loans  xv^ert  especially  large  in  the  latter  pa;rt  of 
19^S,  and  crop  receipts  including  loans  rose  accordingly.    Preliminary  infor- 
mation on  crop  loans  indicated  that  substantial  payments  were  made  also  on 
loans  that  were  actually  completed  after  Eecemher  JL,  IS'^-^,  the  expiration 
date  of  the  \i/heat  loan  program,  greatly  enhancing  cash  receipts  during  the 
first  2  months  of  19^4-9  •    Later  information,  however,  considerably  reduced  the 
receipts  from  loans  in  the  first  part  of  the  new  year. 

Another  problem  involved  in  the  general  procedure  of  properly  account- 
ing for  the  loan  programs  lies  in  the  estimation  of  the  disposition  of  the  crops 
after  they  are  placed  under  loan.     The  expected  Quantities  of  each  crop 
placed  under  loan  and  later  delivered  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  are 
subtracted  from  the  total  quantity  to  be  sold  at  the  beginning  of  the  crop 
year,  and  the  remainder  is  distributed  by  months  as  regular  sales.    On  the 
other  hand,  the  quantity  under  loan  which  farmers  redeem  is  subtracted  from 
sales  currently.    Deliveries  can  be  only  roughly  anticipated,  and  recent  data 
indicate  that  they  had  ^een  underestimated  a.t  the  beginning  of  the  194S  crop 
year.     This  meant  that  the  re.gular  monthly  sales  v;ere  somewhat  overstated  as 
the  season  advanced.     In  addition  to  smaller  reported  receipts  from,  loan  pay- 
ments, therefore,  the  downv;ard  revision  of  a  half-billion  dollars  in  cash 
receipts  for  the  first  quarter  resulted  in  part  from  an  adjustment  in  the 
estimated  vol-ome  of  regular  marketings.         .  ■
